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ABSTRACT 



This article focuses on the 24 Reading Recovery University 
Training Centers (UTCs) in North America. It notes that although each 
training center performs similar functions, they are all very different. It 
states that the first and probably the most visible function involves the 
wide scope of training, and that another function of the UTCs that impacts 
the implementation of Reading Recovery is research. The article also states 
that the service functions of Reading Recovery are some of the most 
rewarding. It lists names of trainers, teacher leaders, site coordinators, 
contact information, number of teacher leaders trained and/or affiliated, and 
highlights for each program. (NKA)

T he focus of this issue is on the twenty-four North American 
University Training Centers (UTCs). Beginning on page 3 are 
descriptions of individual training centers. You will find they 
are very different; however, each training center does perform similar 
functions. They differ in the ways they implement the functions as 
described below. 

The first, and probably the most visible function, involves the 
wide scope of training. This entails the following: training teacher 
leaders, providing professional development, conducting field-year site visits, sponsoring the 
annual Teacher Leader Institute, and the teaching of children by trainers. 

Another function of the UTCs that impacts the implementation of Reading Recovery is 
research. Within this framework are the many articles, investigations, and research reports that 
are published in journals, through the RRCNA, or presented at conferences. 

The service functions of Reading Recovery are some of the most rewarding. Examples are 
teaching of children, awareness presentations, membership on RRCNA Board and committees, 
and many others. 

The political arena also is a backdrop for communications and advocacy functions. These 
, communications happen on many different political levels: department level (university), uni- 
j versity level, and local-state-national level of politics. The summaries from various UTCs high- 
’ light many successes in this area.

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Teacher leaders affiliated: Almost 200 teacher leaders and 
trainers of teacher leaders from across the country have begun 
their Reading Recovery study at The Ohio State University. 
Educators came from as close as Columbus, Ohio to as far as 
Okinawa, Japan to participate in the year-long residency train- 
ing program. Currently, 93 teacher leaders from fifteen states 
and the Department of Defense Dependent Schools affiliate 
with The Ohio State University. (Many of the teacher leaders 
who trained at OSU now affiliate with training centers in their 
own states.) 

Highlights: 

• The Ohio State University began work in Reading 
Recovery in 1984-85 when Marie Clay, the founder 
of Reading Recovery and Barbara Watson, the 
National Director of Reading Recovery in New 
Zealand, came to the university to begin the train- 
ing of Reading Recovery educators. The Ohio State 
University, the Ohio Department of Education, the 
Columbus Public Schools, and the Martha Holden 
Jennings Foundation collaborated in this pilot pro- 
ject in which one trainer, three teacher leaders, and 
fourteen Reading Recovery teachers were trained. 

• Close collaboration with The Reading Recovery 
Council of North America (RRCNA) in the plan- 
ning and execution of The Reading Recovery 
National Conference held in Columbus, Ohio each 
winter. 

• Close collaboration with the Ohio Reading 
Recovery Governing Board in its work to support 
Reading Recovery in Ohio and to plan for future 
expansion. 

• Small group, two-day regional professional devel- 
opment opportunities for teacher leaders affiliated 
with OSU which include close analyses of selected 
experiences such as: continuing contact sessions, 
school visits, training class sessions, or teaching 
sessions with puzzling students. The role of the 
teacher leader as a teacher of children and the 
implementation of Reading Recovery building

• The start up of the 1999-2000 teacher leader/trainer 
class which includes a new trainer from the 
University of Maine and teacher leaders from Ohio 
and Kentucky. 

• Operation of the National Data Evaluation Center 
for Reading Recovery research and responsibility 
for the United States trademark also are obligations 
of Ohio State’s Training Center.

Highlights: 

• The South Carolina Reading Recovery Program at 
Clemson University is one of three regional train- 
ing centers in the Southeastern USA. 

• In 1999-2000 South Carolina has 560 trained 
Reading Recovery teachers actively teaching at 
approved Reading Recovery sites. 102 new teach- 
ers are being trained in 1999-2000. 

• Approximately 20,000 children have been served 
(including projected figures for the current school 
year). 

• No teacher desiring Reading Recovery training in 
South Carolina must drive more than 50 miles to an 
affiliated Reading Recovery Teacher Training Site. 

• The center is the university hub with a strong liai- 
son among the South Carolina Department of 
Education and the public school systems in South 
Carolina.

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• A South Carolina Advisory Council composed of 
members from these three areas has been instru- 
mental in supporting the expansion of Reading 
Recovery in South Carolina since 1988. 

• Two South Carolina Department of Education staff 
members have been assigned to assist with the 
implementation of Reading Recovery in South 
Carolina - Cathy Jones, Reading Consultant, 
Coordinator of the Reading Recovery Program and 
Suzette Lee, Director, Governor's Institute of 
Reading. 

• The South Carolina state legislature has appropriat- 
ed a grant of $2,500,000 to assist in the implemen- 
tation of Reading Recovery in South Carolina dur- 
ing the 1999-2000 year. This amount reflects an 
increase of approximately three times the amount 
of funds allocated for Reading Recovery last year.

Highlights: 

• Growth and Development - In March, 1999, the 
Reading Recovery Project at NYU celebrated its 
10-year anniversary. As part of the recognition of 
this milestone, the center looked at the continued 
growth and development of the project. In 1989-90 
the project began the year working with 13 
Reading Recovery Teachers and 6 Teacher 
Leaders-in-Training. By the tenth year in 1998-99, 
having served over approximately 35,000 children, 
the numbers had grown considerably. As of spring 
of 1999, the Reading Recovery project at NYU 
supported a total of 29 teacher training sites, 215 
districts, 705 schools, 46 trained teacher leaders, 
1,044 trained teachers, and conducted a Teacher 
Leader Training class of 10. Presently, the project 
is affiliated with sites throughout the New York 
metropolitan area, which includes the boroughs of 
Manhattan, the Bronx, Brooklyn, and Queens, 
Westchester and Rockland Counties, Long Island, 
and New Jersey. Other affiliated sites are located in 
Glens Falls, and Schenectady, NY, Bethlehem, PA 
and Fairfax, VA. The project has also expanded sig- 
nificantly on the national research and evaluation 
design as well as supporting the establishment of 
DLL in several schools. 

• Metropolitan Area Focus - As part of New York 
University’s School of Education, the Reading 
Recovery project supports the university’s dedica- 
tion to the New York City community of which it is 
a part. The project has a long history with the New 
York City Board of Education and has become an 
integral component of the Board’s “Project Read” 
initiative to serve the literacy needs of New York 
City’s public school students. Currently a total of 
16 New York City school

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districts are implementing Reading Recovery, 

• Regular Visiting Trainers and Teacher Leaders - 
The project has been particularly proud of its rela- 
tionship with Reading Recovery organizations in 
New Zealand and Australia and has had the oppor- 
tunity to host a number of trainers from these sites 
who have provided support in a variety of forms. 
Colleagues Joan Smith from Australia, and Blair 
Koefoed and Barbara Watson from New Zealand 
have assisted the project by conducting teacher 
leader training classes, presenting regional profes- 
sional development sessions for teachers and 
teacher leaders, working with children in New York 
City schools, and visiting affiliated sites to consult 
with teachers and administrators. Presently, Jill 
Stephenson from New Zealand and Ellen Hauser 
from Australia serve as project Teacher Leaders and 
have provided invaluable assistance to sites 
throughout the New York metropolitan area over the 
past two years.

Highlights: 

• TWU is one of two Centers in the United States for 
training trainers of teacher leaders. 

• Of the 202 Reading Recovery teacher leaders 
trained at TWU, 35 were also trained for 
Descubriendo La Lectura (Reading Recovery in 
Spanish). 

• Currently TWU has the only Descubriendo La 
Lectura (DLL) trainer of teacher leaders. Reading 
Recovery and Descubriendo La Lectura reside 
within the Department of Reading and Bilingual 
Education, strengthening the RR/DLL connection. 

• TWU currently serves 73 sites in Texas represent- 
ing more than 300 school districts; of those sites, 

22 also have a DLL teacher leader. TWU also 



serves 22 sites in other states, 4 of which also have 
DLL teacher leaders. 

• TWU sponsors annual institutes for trained Reading 
Recovery teachers, an annual institute for adminis- 
trators, and annual institutes for site coordinators. 

• TWU hosts an annual Reading Recovery and Early 
Literacy conference with a combined attendance 
exceeding 5,000. 

• Two four-year, longitudinal studies of former 
Reading Recovery children in Texas have been 
completed at TWU. Final analyses of the second 
study are under way; results of both studies are 
promising.

The primary purposes 
of the organization are to encourage the full imple- 
mentation of Reading Recovery and advocate the 
purposes of Reading Recovery with the business 
community, political entities, and the media in the 
state of Michigan. 

• 1998. Beulah Lateef was appointed to Governor 
Engler’s Reading Plan for Michigan Advisory 
Committee. The committee was established to 
advise the chair of the Michigan State Department 
of Education regarding a specific literacy frame- 
work for pre K-3rd grade that would impact the 
children in the state in a powerful leap toward liter- 
acy learning. 

• 1999. The Reading Recovery Council of Michigan 
obtained affiliate status with the Reading Recovery 
Council of North America.

• Noel K. Jones was trained at The Ohio State 
University in 1990-91 with the aid of a grant from 
the Z. Smith Reynolds Foundation. Teacher leader 
training at UNCW began in the fall of 1991 and 
was continuous until the spring of 1998. 

• The UNCW Reading Recovery Training Center has 
trained 45 teacher leaders. Thirty-four teacher lead- 
ers are currently affiliated with the UNCW Center. 
Teacher leaders trained at UNCW are working in 
Maryland, Utah, Texas, and Virginia as well as in 
North Carolina. Several have retired or are working 
in different roles in schools, school systems, and 
state departments of education. 

• Highlights of the program, in addition to the on- 
going training and professional development activi-

■ years of its existence and several administrative 
conferences, including one featuring Dr. Marie M. 
Clay, founder of the program. 

• The UNCW language and literacy faculty have 
incorporated aspects of the Reading Recovery pro- 
fessional development model into the revised grad- 
uate program in the form of reflection seminars, 
field projects such as action research, and running 
record training. Behind-the-glass sessions have 
been piloted with both undergraduate and graduate 
students as well.

• During the past eight years, the University of 
Arkansas at Little Rock Reading Recovery Training 
Center has played a pivotal role in shaping literacy 
initiatives in Arkansas schools. During this time,

the UALR center has shared a unique partnership 
with the Arkansas Department of Education and 
Arkansas public schools. Two years ago, this part- 
nership expanded to include the Missouri Early 
Literacy Initiative, which resulted in statewide 
training of Missouri teacher leaders at UALR. 

• Since 1992, the UALR training center has received 
over one million dollars in grant funds to support 
the operation and maintenance of the Arkansas 
Reading Recovery project. In addition to the uni- 
versity grants, the Arkansas legislature has funded 
the training and salaries for over 20 teacher leaders. 

• Since 1992, nearly 7000 struggling readers in 
Arkansas schools have benefited from Reading 
Recovery services. Currently, 288 Reading 
Recovery teachers are working in Arkansas schools. 

• Since 1996, the UALR RR Training Center, in col- 
laboration with the Arkansas Department of 
Education and the Arkansas Association for 
Elementary Administrators, has sponsored an annu- 
al Reading Recovery and Early Literacy 
Conference. In 1998, the conference was expanded 
to a two-day conference with nearly 1000 Early 
Literacy educators in attendance. 

• Each year, the UALR training center provides 10 
full days of high-quality professional development 
seminars to all affiliated teacher leaders in the 
UALR network. 

• Other accomplishments of the UALR training cen- 
ter include publishing a Reading Recovery/Early 
Literacy newsletter that is mailed to over 3000 edu- 
cators, publishing annual research studies, conduct- 
ing summer institutes in early literacy, and present- 
ing advanced seminars for trained Reading 
Recovery teachers and teacher leaders.

18,000 children have received Reading Recovery 
service in 520 schools in the 155 districts involved 
in the statewide project. The Center also supports a 
site in Illinois and Virginia. 

• In 1997 the Indiana General Assembly recognized 
the value of early intervention literacy programs, 
appropriating $8 million for such projects over 
two-year periods.

Indiana.

• Reading Recovery in Maine operates as a collabo- 
rative effort of the Maine Department of Education, 
the University of Maine, and local school districts. 

• Reading Recovery was viewed as a State system 
intervention right from the very beginning. In 1993 
the Governor allocated $800,000 of his discre- 
tionary funds to jump-start the Reading Recovery 
program. The legislature granted an additional 
$800,000. Reading Recovery continues to be fund- 
ed by the legislature for $800,000 a year. 

• As Maine is a rural state with small school dis- 
tricts, teacher leaders operate as a State team to 
deliver services. They travel from their home dis- 
tricts to wherever services are needed to deliver 



Reading Recovery training and to support schools 
and teachers beyond the training year. 

• Currently there are approximately 350 Reading 
Recovery teachers and 1 2 Teacher Leaders in 
Maine. 

• The state employs a full time program evaluator, 
based at the University, to evaluate the Reading 
Recovery program for the State and to provide data 
analysis for Reading Recovery training sites and 
individual schools. The program evaluator works 
with trainer Paula Moore to provide professional 
development sessions on the use of data for school 
teams around the State. 

• Reading Recovery at the University is located in 
the Center for Early Literacy which disseminates 
other professional development options for Maine 
schools. The Center for Early Literacy also spon- 
sors a summer conference for teachers in pre-K to 
grade 5 as well as institutes for Reading Recovery 
teachers throughout the year. 

• The University of Maine publishes four series of 
Little Books for Early Readers that are used for 
teaching Reading Recovery, for guided reading in 
K-l classrooms, and for big book reading in pre- 
schools. 

• Paula Moore and Rosemary Bamford worked with 
the Maine Department of Education to write a 
Reading Excellence Grant which was successfully 
funded. It will bring $4 million to the state, and 
schools will use it to implement Reading Recovery, 
Literacy Collaborative, and Family Literacy initia- 
tives.

• The Reading Recovery Center of Iowa (RRCI), 
located on the Drake University campus in Des 
Moines, has just completed its first year as a univer- 
sity training center. 

• Highlights of the first year included a generous 
grant from the Roy J. Carver Charitable Trust for 
over $500,000 dollars to 
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fund 8 teacher leader scholarships worth $60,000 
each; four were awarded in 1999-2000 and the 
remaining four scholarships will be awarded in 
1999-2000. In addition to support of the university 
training center, the purpose of the grant is to help 
the state reach full implementation by making 
Reading Recovery available to all the state’s 8,000 
eligible children through the training of teacher 
leaders who will then train teachers. 

• The center hosted its first ever state Reading 
Recovery conference in Des Moines in February, 
1999. Nearly 600 Reading Recovery professionals 
and other literacy educators attended the very suc- 
cessful two day conference.

Reading Recovery State Advisory Board meeting, 
attended by the state’s teacher leaders, site coordi- 
nators, a literacy faculty representative from each 
of the three regents institutions and Drake 
University, representatives of the Iowa Department 
of Education, local school districts, and area educa- 
tion agencies.
